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Egyptian  Teacher  Studies  At  Indiana 

Here  to  learn  about  American  customs,  language,  and  systems  of  education.  Maali 
Kira  of  Cairo,  Egypt,  has  enrolled  as  a  special  student  at  the  State  Teachers  College. 
Indiana,  Pennsylvania. 

She  is  a  scholarship  student  sponsored  by  the  Institute  of  International  Education 
and  the  Student  Council  of  the  Indiana  State  Teachers  College.  Funds  for  the  scholar- 
ship to  cover  the  cost  of  her  resident  work  while  at  the  college  .in  Indiana  were  raised 
by  the  College  Student  Council  through  the  Campus  Chest  Fund  drives. 


Maali  Kira  of  Cairo,  Egypt 

The  attractive  Egyptian  woman  has  been  a  teacher  in  the  Egyptian  kindergarten  in 
Cairo  for  six  years  and  also  taught  Arabic  to  Egyptian  children  in  the  American  school 
■in  Cairo.  She  has  lived  most  of  her  life  in  Cairo,  Egypt  where  she  obtained  her  element- 
ary and  high  school  education.  She  obtained  her  Bachelor  of  Education  degree  from  the 
Institute  of  Education,  Women's  College  in  Cairo  in  1947. 

Miss  Kira  makes  her  home  with  her  sister  in  Maadi  which  is  a  15  minute  train  ride 
from  Cairo.  This  is  a  suburban  section  of  the  great  Egyptian  city  where  Americans  like 
to  reside  when  they  are  visiting  or  living  in  Egypt.  "In  many  ways"  Miss  Kira  states 
"Indiana  reminds  me  very  pleasantly  of  this  community  where  I  reside  permanently." 
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The  visiting  student  anticipates  spending  the  1953-'54  college  year  studying  element- 
ary education  at  the  Indiana  State  Teachers  College.  "I  am  particularly  interested  while 
here"  she  states,  "in  studying  American  history  and  literature  in  order  to  obtain  ad- 
ditional background  for  my  understanding  of  American  living." 

As  a  very  young  youngster  in  the  first  year  of  elementary  school  in  Cairo,  Miss  Kira 
began  to  learn  English  which  she  can  read  very  well  and  speaks  quite  accurately.  She 
states  she  didn't  use  English  in  speaking  until  it  became  necessary  to  use  the  language 
in  talking  with  visitors  from  America  and  England.  She  indicated  that  almost  all  edu- 
cated Egyptian  people  learn  English  but  practically  none  of  English  speaking  people 
learn  Arabic  which  is  the  national  language  of  Egypt. 

"Everybody  in  Egypt"  Miss  Kira  states,  "is  enthusiastic  about  the  changes  that  Gen- 
eral Naguib  and  his  group  are  bringing  about  in  Egypt."  "The  first  step"  she  said  "had 
been  to  dismiss  the  king.  The  second  step  will  be  to  dismiss  the  English  and  English 
army  from  tlie  canal  zone." 

"It  is  not  that  we  dislike  the  English  as  such  but  we  do  not  like  to  have  the  English 
army  in  our  country.  We  want  to  feel  freedom,  feel  our  own  country  and  land  and  we 
do  not  think  this  is  possible  while  the  English  so  closely  guard  us.  We  hope  t!  at  the 
English  get  out  very  soon." 

Aliss  Kira  arrived  in  New  York  on  September  2,  1953,  after  a  three  week  voyage 
aboard  an  American  ship  during  which  time  she  lived  with  American  people,  ate  Ameri- 
can food  and  became  very  much  acquainted  with  the  customs  of  American  people  on 
holidays  and  journeys. 

This  is  her  first  trip  to  the  United  State.  From  the  very  beginning  of  her  journey 
she  has  found  the  American  people  kind.  "They  have  spoken  to  me  and  have  been  very 
friendly  and  helpful,"  she  says. 

Her  first  impression  of  New  York  City  was  that  it  was  very  big  and  very  high 
compared  to  Cairo.  During  her  visit  to  New  York  City  enroute  to  Indiana  she  visited 
all  the  places  that  a  foreign  visitor  might  be  expected  to  visit  such  as  Radio  City,  the 
Empire  State  Building,   Coney  Island  and  the  Statue  of  Liberty. 

"I  was  very  much  impressed  with  New  York  City  as  a  city  of  many  nationalities. 
It  is  truly  a  world  city.  Practically  the  entire  tim,e  I  was  there  I  spoke  Arabic  with  the 
people  w.ith  whom  I  associated."  Miss  Kira  came  to  Indiana;  Pennsylvania,  on  Tuesday. 
September  8.  "I  am  very  glad  to  be  in  Indiana.  I  would  not  like  to  stay  in  New  York 
City  for  long." 

"Here  at  Indiana  I  can  speak  English  with  people  and  learn  to  know  the  American 
people  as  they  are  outside  the  great  world  city.  I  am  very  much  fascinated  by  the  new 
people  I  am  meeting." 

"American  foods!  I  like  them!"  she  asserts.  The  most  universal  American  product. 
Miss  Kira  believes  is  coco  cola  which  she  has  found  everywhere  she  has  been. 

During  the  past  several  months  at  Indiana,  Miss  Kira  has  addressed  nearly  2  5  stu- 
dent,  alumni  .and  community  groups.    Her  program  has  truly  been  a  busy  one. 
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"Gentleman,  Scholar,  Outstanding  Teacher" 

Students  and  faculty  of  Indiana  State 
Teachers  College  was  saddened  at  the 
sudden  death  of  Galen  Sanford  Besco. 
Dr.  Besco,  professor  of  English,  passed 
away  Sunday  morning,  November  1, 
1953,  Memorial  services  were  held  in 
the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Indiana, 
Tuesday,  November  3,  after  which  he 
was  taken  to  Portsmouth,  Ohio,  for 
burial. 

Born  in  Lyra,  Ohio,  April  24,  1913, 
Dr.  Besco  began  his  teaching  career  at 
the  age  of  17  and  continued  teaching, 
with  the  exception  of  one  semester's 
doctoral  work,   until   his  death. 

He  received  his  Bachelor's  degree  from 
Wilmington  College,  Wilmington,  Ohio, 
in  1934;  his  Master's  degree  from  Ohio 
State  University,  in  1939;  and  his  Doc- 
torate degree,  also  from  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity, in  1950.  All  three  degrees  were 
earned  through  summer  school  and  part-time  study. 

Dr.  Besco  had  taught  every  grade  from  first  year  grade  school  through  senior  year 
college.  The  first  position  to  claim  his  services  was  a  school  in  Scioto  County,  near 
Portsmouth,  Ohio.  He  taught  in  that  area  for  fourteen  years,  part  of  which  time  he  acted 
as  supervising  principal.  Dr.  Besco  taught  in  Linden-McKinley  high  school,  Columbus, 
Ohio,  for  six  years. 

While  working  on  his  Doctor's  degree,  he  spent  four  years  at  Ohio  State  University 
as  a  part-time  instructor.  In  October,  1950,  after  receiving  his  Ph.D.,  he  came  to  Indiana 
to  serve  as  an  instructor  in  English. 

"In  the  death  of  Dr.  Besco  we  have  lost  a  gentleman,  a  scholar,  and  an  outstanding 
teacher,"  said  Dr.  Rhodes  Stabley,  head  of  the  English  and  Speech  department.  "I  ad- 
mired him  especially  for  his  unfailing  professional  spirit.  Never  satisfied  with  himself 
or  his  teaching,  he  was  always  trying  to  improve;  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
students,  the  college  and  the  department,  he  was  rich  with  excellent  suggestions  for 
improving  old  practices  or  venturing  on  new.  In  his  all  too  brief  career  here  at  Indiana 
he  made  contributions  which  will  always  be  remembered  by  those  who  knew  him." 

Dr.  Besco  had  contributed  numerous  articles  to  professional  magazines  and  journals 
including  "College  English,"  "The  English  Journal,"  and  "Ohio  Schools."  He  was  a 
member  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Indiana;  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  honorary  education 
fraternity;  National  Education  Association;  Pennsylvania  State  Education  Association; 
and  the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  English.  He  was  active  in  the  latter  both  on 
local  and  national  levels. 

Surviving  are  his  wife  Zella  Howell  Besco  and  a  son  David,  both  of  Indiana,  Pa. 
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Indiana's  AII-TIme  Greatest  Athlete

Out  of  all  the  hundreds  of  individuals  that  have  played  sports  here  since  we  became 
a  state  teachers  college  twenty-seven  years  ago  only  one  stands  out  as  our  greatest  all- 
time  athlete. 


Marshall  Woodring 

After  reading  all  the  available  athletic  records  at  the  library,  visiting  the  local  news- 
paper files,  talking  to  those  who  attended  games  through  the  years  and  interviewing 
George  Miller,  health  and  physical  education  director,  this  reporter  could  find  none  to 
compare  with  Marshall  Reitz  Woodring. 

Mr.  Miller  said  that  "Mish"  was  "head  and  shoulders  above  any  one  else."  He  went 
on  to  say  that  Woodring  "loved  all  kinds  of  sports,  spent  his  time  perfecting  his  skill  in 
them,  had  all  kinds  of  natural  ability,  his  competitive  spirit  was  unequalled,  was  never 
a  problem  to  coach,  always  set  a  fine  example,  willing  to  practice  longer  than  others." 
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For  four  years  "Mish"  was  the  backbone  of  Indiana's  football,  basketball,  and  base- 
ball teams.  During  this  era,  ISTC  won  20  games  and  lost  9  football  games;  won  50 
and  lost  19  basketball  games;  and  won  26  and  lost  l4  baseball  games.  Total  count  is 
96  wins  and  42  lasses. 

"Woody's"  total  of  120  points  over  four  years  in  football  is  second  only  to  Russ 
Carlson's  top  mark  of  135.  For  three  years,  he  led  the  team  .in  scoring  and  for  his  last 
two  years  he  was  among  the  top  scorers  in  the  tri-state. 

His  brilliant  punting,  passing,  running,  field  generalship  and  defensive  play  led  us 
to  the  state  teachers  college  championship  in  1934  and  the  western  division  title  in  1935. 

During  Woodring's  basketball  career  he  lead  the  Injuns  in  point-making  for  four 
years,  a  feat  no  other  Indiana  basketballer  has  ever  accomplished.  His  four  year  total 
of  621  is  second  only  to  Joe  Sutila's  top  mark  of  667. 

Woodring  led  the  Indians  to  the  state  teachers  college  championship  in  1934,  and 
to  the  western  division  titles  in  1935  and  1936. 

In  baseball  Woodring's  batting  average  of  .558  in  h.is  freshman  year,  was  the  highest 
ever  posted  by  an  Indiana  player. 

Today  "Marsh"  still  lives  in  his  home  town  of  Reynoldsville  where  he  is  a  Blue  Cross 
representative.  His  love  for  sports  still  prevails  and  he  is  one  of  western  Pennsylvania's 
top  football   officials. 

George  P.  Miller — Honored  Coach

George  P.  Miller  is  today  the  same  busy  individual  that  he  was  when,  coming  to 
Indiana  27  years  ago,  he  began  this  new  phase  of  an  already  successful  athletic  career. 

It  all  started  back  in  1926  when  the  well-known  athlete  came  here,  after  earning  his 
bachelor  of  science  and  master's  degrees  at  Columbia  LIniversity,  to  become  our  director 
of  athletics  and  to  coach  our  football,  basketball  and  baseball   teams. 

Mr.  Miller  became  head  of  the  health  and  physical  education  department  in  1938 
after  the  resignation  of  Everett  Sanders.  He  continued  as  director  of  athletics  until  1951 
when,  due  to  failing  health,  he  handed  that  position  over  to  Sam  Smith. 

Coaching  records  in  basketball  and  football  during  his  years  of  service  prove  to  be 
the  most  outstanding  ones  in  the  school's  history.  His  football  teams  won  the  school's 
only  state  teachers  colleges  titles  in  1934  and  1940  and  two  western  division  titles  in 
1935  and  1937,  by  winning  86  games,  tying  8  and  losing  only  42  games  between  the  years 
of  1926  and  1946. 

Basketball  teams  from  1927  until  1939,  for  thirteen  seasons,  won  130  contests  and 
lost  only  94  games.  In  1935  we  won  the  only  state  teachers  crown  in  the  school's  his- 
tory.    We  also  copped  western  division  titles  in   1935,   1936  and   1938. 
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Mr.  Miller  codi.hcJ  baseball,  wrestling,  and  track  for  a  few  years.  Today  he  coaches 
swimming  and  golf.  In  1949  his  golf  team  was  western  Pennsylvania  state  teachers  col- 
lege champs.  Last  year  his  "edition  of  the  golfers"  posted  a  six  and  two  mark  for  the 
best  record  ever  made  by  an  Indiana  golf  team.  It  was  also  the  best  all-school  team 
record  last  year. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  single  achievement  of  Mr.  Miller,  was  his  part  in  the  organizing 
of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Teachers  College  Athletic  Conference  in  1951.    He  was  one  of 

the  first  to  start  the  movement  back  in  the  thirties. 

I'nder  Mr.  Miller's  presidency  the  conference  has  accomplished  many  things  includ- 
ing the  "naming  of  conference  champions,  mutual  exchange  of  eligibility  lists,  stimu- 
lation of  competition  between  member  colleges,  increased  amount  of  space  in  news- 
papers and  time  on  the  air." 

Mr.  Miller's  ability,  personality,  and  knowledge  of  sports  have  won  for  him  a  state- 
wide reputation;  his  square-dealing  and  sincerity  with  Indiana  students  have  earned  the 
respect  and  esteem  of  all  of  us. 
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America's  First  Pro  Grid  Player 

Dr.  John  K.  Braillier,  who  is  considered  the  first  pro  football  player,  was  a  football 
quarterback  for  Indiana  Normal  in  1894. 

Now  a  retired  dentist  Jn  Latrobe,  Dr.  Braillier  tells  of  his  experience  as  the  first 
professional  gridder  in  a  letter  to  Vince  Quatrini,  sports  editor  of  the  Latrobe  Bulletin. 
Latrobe  has  been  campaigning  for  years  for  recognition  as  the  home  of  pro  football. 

Braillier's  letter  follows: 

"One  of  your  recent  articles  on  professional  football  was  most  interesting  to  me  as 
I  was  one  of  the  first  to  be  paid  for  playing.  In  1895  the  Latrobe  Y.M.C.A.  gathered  a 
team  composed  of  ex-college  men  who  were  working  here. 

"The  first  game  was  with  Jeannette  at  Latrobe  on  Tuesday,  August  31,  1895.  They 
needed  a  quarterback  and  as  I  had  played  the  year  before  at  Indiana  Normal — quite  near 
Latrobe — I  was  secured  for  their  game. 

"It  was  a  red-letter  day  in  my  life.  I  wore  my  first  long  trousers  to  Latrobe  and  I 
played  my  first  game  for  money — $10  and  expenses.  The  next  week  I  went  to  Washing- 
ton and  Jefferson  College  and  played  quarterback  until  the  end  of  the  season  and  return- 
ed to  Latrobe  and  played  in  another  game  receiving  another  'ten  and  cakes.' 

"The  following  year  I  went  to  the  Llniversity  of  West  Virginia  and  played  quarter- 
back with  Fielding  Yost  as  tackle  and  Doggie  Trenchard  as  coach.  About  the  middle 
of  the  season  the  management  got  in  financial  difficulties  and  could  not  pay  the  players, 
so  three  of  us,  Eddie  Wood  (later  end  at  Penn  State),  Dick  Ely  (halfback  at  W  &  J  in 
'95 — two  years  earlier),  and  I  went  to  Latrobe  and  played  the  remainder  of  the  year  for 
the  grand  sum  of  $150  and  expenses. 

The  next  year — '97  Latrobe  went  into  pro  football  stronger  and  secured  some  out- 
standing college  stars;  among  them  were  Walker  Okeson  (Lehigh)  as  coach;  Jack  Gass 
(Lehigh);  "Doggie'  Trenchard  (Princeton);  Deacon  Blair  (Pennsylvania);  Walter 
Howard  (Cornell);  the  Johnson  brothers  (Iowa  U.);  Marcus  Saxman  (Swathmore);  Bill 
Hammers  (Indiana  Normal);  where  I  played,  Eddie  Wood  (before  mentioned  and  after- 
wards to  play  on  the  leading  pro  teams  of  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania;  and  myself  together 
with  the  local  talent — must  of  it  very  good — which  had  been  used  in  two  former 
seasons. 

"That  year  we  defeated  the  great  team  at  Greensburg  which  had  the  famous  Lafay- 
ette backfield  of  Best,  Barclay,  Walbridge  and  Bray. 

"After  returning  from  the  Spanish-American  War  in  1898  I  played  with  Pittsburgh 
Athletic  Club,  composed  of  college  stars  and  then  went  to  Mexico  and  Chicago  and  then 
to  Philadelphia  and  captained  the  team  three  year.  Then  back  to  Latrobe  to  practice  my 
profession  and  coached,  played  and  managed  the  team  for  six  years. 

"In  all  that  six  years  we  lost  only  one  game  to  the  Canton  Bulldogs.  This  game 
was  my  last  in  any  capacity  after  playing   17  years." 

Dr.  Braillier  was  born  and  raised  in  Indiana. 
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Indlanans  Continue  Degree  Work 


Walter  S.  Patterson,  class  of  1927,  re- 
ceived his  doctor  of  education  degree  at 
Colorado  State  College  of  Education  on 
August  13,  1953.  Patterson  is  principal 
of  Drury  High  School  in  North  Adams, 
Massachusetts,  where  he  has  been  since 
1945.  He  received  his  master  of  arts 
degree  at  Columbia  University  in  1933. 
He  taught  science  and  social  studies  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  at 
Donora,  Pennsylvania,  after  his  grad- 
uation from  Indiana.  Then  for  twelve 
years  ending  in  1942  he  was  principal 
of  the  Junior  High  at  Donora  followed 
by  one  year  as  Senior  High  School  prin- 
cipal. From  1943-45  he  was  principal  of 
the  Junior-Senior  High  School  at  Mid- 
land,   Pennsylvania. 


Helen  Buck  Campbell,  a  graduate  in 
Education  at  the  State  Teachers  College 
at  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  1933,  has  been 
awarded  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
at  the  Texas  State  College  for  Women 
on  August  21,  1953,  in  the  field  of  human 
nutrition.  Mrs.  Campbell  worked  on  the 
food  habits  and  nutritional  status  of  100 
Pennsylvania  families  tested  after  World 
War  II   as  her  research  problem. 

Mrs.  Campbell  has  taken  graduate 
work  in  statistics  and  educational  psy- 
chology at  the  University  of  Arizona  and 
in  nutrition  at  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, as-ide  from  her  courses  and  re- 
search program  at  the  Texas  State  Col- 
lege  for  Women.. 

Mrs.  Campbell  has  been  on  the  staff 
in  statistics  at  Cornell  University.  She 
was  a  Research  Assistant  in  Human  Nu- 
trition in  the  Ellen  H.  Richards  Institute, 
School   of  Chemistry  and   Physics  at  The 


Pennsylvania  State  College  for  about  10 
years.  She  now  holds  a  faculty  position 
in  Human  Nutrition  Research  in  the 
College  of  Household  Arts  and  Sciences 
at  Texas   State   College   for  Women. 

Helen  Buck  Campbell  was  born  in 
Warrior's  Mark,  Pennsylvania,  and  is 
the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Buck  of 
1208  Old  Boalsburg  Road,  State  College. 
She  is  the  sister  of  Dr.  Roy  C.  Buck,  a 
members  of  the  faculty  in  Rural  Soci- 
ology  at  the   Pennsylvania  State  College.

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College  Faculty  Changes  and  News 


Former  Teacher  Now  Preacher 

Rev.  O.  David  Slyter.  who  was  in  1921 
a  teacher  of  instrumental  music  in  the 
Indiana  Normal  School  music  depart- 
ment, is  now  residing  at  Route  1.  Van- 
dergrift.    Pennsylvania. 

He  is  pastor  of  the  Saiina  (near  Salts- 
burg)   Evangelical   and  Reformed  Church. 

While  at  Indiana  Rev.  Slyter  formed 
one  of  the  first  bands  in  the  modern  era 
of  the  school.  It  is  believed  that  prior 
to  Rev.  Slyter's  work  at  Indiana  previous 
bands  had  been  formed  by  Mr.  Hamlin 
Cogswell    and    others. 

After  Slyter  left  Indiana  he  for  a  time 
headed  the  music  department  at  Ship- 
pensburg  State  Teachers  College.  During 
his  stay  at  Shippensburg,  Rev.  Slyter  had 
the  distinction  or  giving  Ralph  Heiges, 
now  Indiana's  dean  of  instruction,  (but 
then  a  very  young  lad),  his  first  clarinet 
lesson. 


Degree 

James  K.  Stoner,  member  of  the  busi- 
ness education  faculty  at  the  State  Teach- 
ers College,  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  was 
awarded  his  doctor  of  education  degree 
from  the  L'niversity  of  Pittsburgh  at  the 
August.    1953,    commencement   exercises. 

Dr.  Stoner  completed  his  doctoral  dis- 
sertation on  the  subject  "An  Analysis  of 
the  Accounting  Systems  and  Practices  of 
Small,  Independent  Retail  Businesses." 
In  composing  his  study,  Dr.  Stoner  in- 
terviewed a  number  of  retail  businessmen 
in  Indiana  and  three  other  different  com- 
munities in  western  Pennsylvania  regard- 


ing   their    accounting    systems    and    prac- 
tices. 

The' findings  of  these  interviews  were 
analysed  and  evaluated  against  critera  of 
desirable  and  essential  accounting  sys- 
tems and  practices.  A  practical  result 
of  Dr.  Stoner's  study  has  been  the  for- 
mation of  a  recommended  adult  training 
program  for  retailers. 

Now  in  his  eighth  year  asa  member 
of  the  business  education  faculty  at  Indi- 
ana State  Teachers  College,  Dr.  Stoner 
also  was  previously  for  six  years  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Indiana  High  School  faculty 
where  he  served  at  different  times  as 
supervisor  of  student  teachers,  head  of 
the  commercial  department,  and  coordi- 
nator of  distributive  education.  Prior  to 
teaching  in  Indiana  he  taught  for  six 
years   at   New   Kensington   High    School. 

He  received  his  master  of  arts  degree 
from  the  L^niversity  of  Pittsburgh  in 
1936  and  his  bachelor  of  science  degree 
in  education  from  Indiana  State  Teachers 
College  in  1931.  He  has  also  taken  grad- 
uate work   at   Harvard   L^niversity. 

During  World  War  II,  Dr.  Stoner  was 
a  lieutenant  in  the  L^nited  States  Naval 
Reserve  for  three  years  and  served  with 
the  Bureau  of  Aeronautics  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C.  and  with  the  Air  Force  Pacific 
Fleet   at  Pearl   Harbor. 

In  addition  his  other  professional  work 
has  included  the  teaching  of  graduate 
classes  at  the  L'niversity  of  Pittsburgh  and 
for  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  Ex- 
tension Service.  Dr.  Stoner  is  chairman 
of  the  President's  Alumni  Committee  at 
Indiana,

Mrs.  Rose  McManus  was  asked  to  serve  as  temporary  secretary  due  to  the  absence 
of  the  regular  Secretary,  Miss  Betty  Bush. 

Miss  Mary  Esch  gave  the  Treasurer's  report.  Balance  on  hand.  October  3,  1953, 
was  $578.50.    Her  report  was  accepted  and  filed. 

Mrs.  Sara  Bevan  Johnson,  Chairman  of  the  Projects  Committee,  announced  that 
letters  would  be  sent  to  all  Unit  presidents,  asking  them  to  stress  membership  and  to 
send  name  and  dues  to  the  College  by  December  1.  1953.  She  also  stated  that  the  letters 
sent  to  all  alumni  during  the  summer  were  now  coming  in  and  that  "follow-up"  cards 
will  be  sent  to  those  who  have  not  responded.

It  contains  43,000  volumes  as  present, 
but  it  should  have  70,000  volumes.  The  physical  plant  is  good,  but  it  should  be  better. 
There  are  104  scholarships,  amounting  to  about  $13,000  yearly,  and  the  range  from  $100 
to  $500.  The  alumni  number  16,000.  There  should  be  more  active  alumni.  The  interested 
alumni  should  try  to  get  graduates  to  send  in  their  dues.  It  takes  350  people  to  run 
Indiana,  plus   125  instructors.    He  wished  everyone  an  enjoyable  Homecoming. 
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There  was  no  old  business  to  be  discussed.    Since   there  was  no  new   business,   the 
following   I'nits   made   reports:
